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Pray For Mexican Mission 


Work: At San Antonio 


280 Professions, 165 Baptized Last Year 


For some time the editor has 
been checking up on the work done 
on The Amazing Grace Mexican 
Mission work carried on in San 
Antonio, under the auspices of the 
Tabernacle Baptist Church, Broth- 
er R. E. White, pastor. We are 
happy to find that the mission is 
doing a most worthy work and 
that God is blessing it. We feel 
impressed to urge the readers of 
The Sword of the Lord to pray 
for this fine work which has been 
owned of God with blessed results. 
The following facts will be of in- 
terest: 


1. Control and supervision. Rev. 
R. E. White supervises the work 
for Tabernacle Baptist Church and 
the mission council. This church is 
an independent, fundamentalist 
Baptist church. They have, we be- 
lieve, the New Hampshire Confes- 
sion of Faith revised, that is, the 
Baptist Bible Union Confession of 
Faith. The teaching is premillen- 
nial, the great doctrines of our 
faith are emphasized all along, con- 


. verts are baptized by immersion. 


The Amazing Grace Mission office 
at San Antonio receives offerings 


‘ for that Spanish work and for Dr. 


Snugegs’ Mission in China also at 
present. It is supported by several 
independent Baptist Churches. 
Among those codperating are Dr. 
Louis Entzminger and the Berean 
Baptist Church, Houston, Texas; 
Rev. Harold T. Pultz of Mineral 
Wells, Texas; Rev. Foy M. Moser 
and the Fundamentalist Baptist 
Church at Palestine, Texas; Rev. 
Frank Fort of Sweetwater, Texas; 
Rev. Dan Jones of Fabens, Texas, 
as well as other reliable fundamen- 
talists with their churches. Mrs. 
C. P. Stealey, the widow of C. P. 
Stealey of Oklahoma City, is the 
secretary-treasurer, and she re- 
ceives the money and receipts for 
it. 


2. Safety. We regard the Amaz- 
ing Grace Mexican Missions in San 
Antonio as a good investment for 
the Lord, and believe that the 
money is carefully handed in a 
manner above reproach. Not a pen- 
ny is deducted from designated of- 
erings to pay for operating ex- 
penses. Every offering goes ex- 
actly where designated. Offerings 
designated “to be used where need- 
ed” are divided between the two 
agencies represented, the Snuggs 
Mission in China and the Mexican 
Missions in San Antonio. Only of- 
ferings expressly designated for 
expenses are used even for stamps. 
Brother White donates his time 
since he is supported by his church, 
and Mrs. C. P. Stealey, the secre- 


_ tary-treasurer, also donates her 


services. Receipts are sent to ev- 
ery donor by the Amazing Grace 
Mission office, then receipts to ev- 
ery donor by the missionary him- 
self. Monthly reports are made in 
the weekly paper, Amazing Grace, 
and annual reports are also made. 
Ernst and Ernst, nationally-known 
firm of accountants, audited the 
books for last year. I have read 
the auditor’s report and found it 
very satisfactory. I believe every 
penny will be handled carefully and 
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in the fear of God, just as desig- 
nated by the donors, and without 
taking out anything for overhead 
expenses. 


3. Results. Brother White has 
supervision over three separate 
mission stations in San Antonio. 
The largest, Grace Mission, is di- 
rectly in charge of Rev. R. A. 
Mathews. He spends his full time 
at the work. Brother Paul Mason 
works at Rosillo Mission and Rev. 
George Wendt has established a 
new mission on San Fernando St. 
Brethren Mathews and Mason de- 
vote all their time to the mission 
work and are paid by mission of- 
ferings while Brother Wendt sup- 
ports himself. Then there are two 
young women, one from San Ange- 
lo and another from Oklahoma 
City, American girls, deeply con- 
secrated and highly trained who 
are giving their lives to the work. 
One of them supports herself com- 
pletely, working at Woolworth’s, 
and the other is a seamstress. Both 
give much time to the mission. 
One needs a little help. 


Last year there were 280 pro- 
fessions of faith in Christ under 
the very careful work of these mis- 
sions. 165 converts were baptized 
among the Spanish speaking Mexi- 
cans. The missions do not have 
any athletic activities, do not have 
any social or amusement program. 
Missionaries go into homes, read

In the seventeenth Psalm, 8th 
verse, we read, “Keep me as the 
apple of the eye; hide me under the 
shadow of thy wings.” 

Then over in Psalms 36:7, “How 
excellent is thy loving-kindness, O 
God! therefore the children of men 
put their trust under the shadow 
of thy wings.” They come under 
the shadow of the wings of God 
for rest. 

Then Psalm 57:1: “Be merciful 
unto me, O God, be merciful unto 
me; yea, in the shadow of thy 
wings will I make my refuge until 
these calamities be overpast.” 

Then Psalm 61:4, “I will abide 
in thy tabernacle forever; I will 
trust in the covert of thy wings. 
Selah.” Think of that. 

Psalm 63:7, “Because thou hast 
been my help, therefore in the 
shadow of thy wings will I re- 
joice.” Here he turns for shelter, 
protection, joy, and rejoicing under 
the wings of God. 

Then Psalm 91. This one is by 
Moses who knew a great deal 
about the things he sings about 
here. Fourth verse, “He shal] cover 
thee with his feathers, and under 
his wings shalt thou trust; his 
truth shall be thy shield and buck- 
ler.” He shall cover us with His 
wings, under the shadow of His 
wings. 

I have heard a number of * 


mons about being under the shi 
dow of the wings of God, and 


didn’t know the difference when I 


heard them. They were beautiful, 
poetical, and eloquent; but they 


His Wings 


were very far from the truth. 

What do we find under the wings 
of God? What do you think? We 
find it in the 9th chapter of He- 
brews, verses 4, 5. Look in the 
holy of holies. Go where God is 
to see what is under His wings. 
There you see the ark of the cove- 
nant overlaid round about with 
gold, wherein was. the golden pot, 
that held the manna, and Aaron’s 
rod that budded, and the tables of 
the covenant and over it the cheru- 
bim of glory, shadowing the Mercy 
Seat, where the wings of God were 
over the Ark and the Mercy Seat, 
of which we cannot speak particu- 
larly. 


Paul says we will not take the 
time to discuss all these matters 
now, but simply mention them for 
you to think about; but these 
Jews, Hebrew Christians to whom 
he was writing in Jerusalem knew 
all about it, so far as the thing 
itself was concerned. They did not 
know the typical and spiritual] ap- 
plication and interpretation. We 
who are priests of God today do 
because we are told by Peter and 
John in the revelation all believers 
are a kingdom of priests. 


Here are the cherubim. The 
Mercy Seat was a solid piece of 
gold, a slab of gold covering this 
box affair that was the ark. It 
was beaten with skilled hands and 
fashioned; and these cherubim 
were beaten out of one solid piece. 
It wag all one, the Mercy Seat and 
cherubim, one mass of gold. Mo- 
ses, when he was on the mount, 
in Sinai, for forty days; he walked 
amid the Holy of Holies that God 
brought down there, that God put 
there in the midst of that smoking 
mountain that Moses might look at 
it and study it minutely, closely, 
observantly. 


We are told the tabernacle Mo- 
ses constructed in the wilderness 
was a pattern or a type of heaven 
itself. Moses had the opportunity 
to scrutinize this. where God’s 
throne was, and when he gave the 
instruction about how to make it, 
he told them to make it out of a 
solid piece of gold. They were to 
beat, form, and fashion and make 
these cherubim out of the same 
piece of gold upon the Mercy Seat. 
They stood with their wings out- 
stretched scrutinizing the Mercy 
Seat, one on this side, and the other 
on that side; and when Moses 
sings about being under the shad- 
ows of the wings of God, he is 
thinking —- and David also — all 
through the Psalms about these 
wings of God that overshadowed 
this Mercy Seat. 


It was under these wings there 
was found al] the ark taught in 
its spiritual symbol and applica- 
tion to the hearts of God’s people 
today; and not under the wings 
of some bird. Under the wings of 
God that stretched over this al- 
tar, this ark — and the apostle 
tells us in the fourth and fifth 
verses of Hebrews 9 exactly what 
was there. 


There were four things under 
these wings in the ark. What are 
they? 

First, the covenant of the Law, 
the tables of stone, containing the 
law. 

Second, Aaron’s rod that budded, 

Third, the golden pot of manna 
that Moses instructed Aaron to 
pick up and put in the ark. 

Fourth, the golden Mercy Seat, 

Then, fifth, the cherubim with 
wings overshadowing all. 

The first of the four things 
named were under those wings.

UNDER HIS WINGS 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1) 


The law, with all] the perfection 
it demands; the law that curses 
and damns because of the weak- 
messes and sins and failures of 
man. Paul tells us in Galatians 
that the law does not justify any- 
body. That is in the fourth chap- 
ter. In Galatians 3:10 he tells us 
the law curses, for as many as are 
of the works of the law are under 
the curse; for it is written, “For 
as many as are of the works of 
the law are under the curse; for 
it is written, Cursed is everyone 
that continueth not in all things 
which are written in the book of 
the law to do them.” 


The law cannot give righteous- 
ness. “Is the law then against the 
promises of God? God forbid. For 
if there had been a law given 
which could have given life, veri- 
ly righteousness should have been 
by the law. But the Scripture 
hath concluded all under sin, that 
the promise by faith of Jesus 
Christ might be given to them that 
believe” (Gal, 3:21, 22). 


Then Galatians 3:24, ‘“‘Wherefore 
the law was our schoo] master to 
bring us unto Christ, that we might 
be justified by faith.” The law, as 
I said this morning, came in be- 
tween the covenant made with 
Abraham, a covenant of grace, and 
the new covenant which is also 
one of grace. 


Now the verse I have been look- 
ing for is Galatians 3:11: “But 
that no man is justified by the 
law in the sight of God, it is evi- 
dent; for, the just. shall live by 
faith. And the law is not of faith; 
but, the man that doeth them shall 
live in them.” James tells us if a 
man keeps the whole law and yet 
offend in one point, he is guilty of 
all. Paul tells us it slew him when 
he saw its perfect demands and 
how helpless he was before it, and 
that he would not have known 
what covetousness was if God had 
not said, ‘““‘Thou shalt not covet.” 
When the law came he looked in- 
to the perfect standard God laid 
down, and it killed him. It slew 
him. And he went to Christ, who 
is the end of the law for righteous- 
ness to everyone that believes. 

The law was not given to save, 
to justify, to give life; it was given 
to convince man he is a helpless, 
hopeless sinner before a holy and 
righteous God and that if he is 
going to do anything to please 
God, if he expects to be saved by 
the law, he must keep it all per- 
fectly. 

David tells us the law is per- 
fect, converting the soul. So it 
teaches us how wonderfully holy 
God is, how perfect God is, how 
in His sight no flesh can be justi- 
fied by trying to keep the law. 
There is no hope for man under the 
law. 

Mr. Moody used to illustrate this 
saying, “It is like looking in a mir- 
ror. You look there and find the 
soiled spot on your face; but you 
don’t wash your face with the mir- 
ror.” The law is a schoolmaster 
to bring us to Christ. We would 


_ maturally expect to find under the 


wings of God that which declares 
His divine perfection and right- 


 eousness. 


Above the law and all its holy 
demands and the curse it pro- 
nounces upon all who fail to keep 
it, under the spreading wings of 


the cherubim, was the blood- 
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sprinkled Mercy Seat where man 
finds redemption. Under those 
wings he finds the precious blood 
that was shed on Calvary. That 
of the animal sacrifices in the tab- 
ernacie and temple was a type of 
the blood that has been once 
poured out. 

Looking at that blood-sprinkled 
place we can see a sacrifice was 
made. It was not the blood of 
bulls and goats and the ashes of 
an heifer; but it is the blood of 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God, who 
willingly laid down His life and 
poured out His blood that you and 
I might find righteousness, salva- 
tion, redemption, life, and shelter 
from the wrath of God and from 
a judgment pronounced by the 
aw. 

The law speaks only of holiness, 
but the blood speaks of Mercy. 
The law kills; but the blood gives 
life. The law curses the unright- 
eous; but the blood of Jesus Christ, 
His Son, gives perfect righteous- 
ness to all who will accept it. 

“What can wash away my sins?” 
You answer it. 

CONGREGATION: “Nothing but 
the blood of Jesus.” 

“What can make me whole 
again ?’’ 

CONGREGATION: “Nothing *but 
the blood of Jesus.” 

“For my pardon this I see—”

Oh, precious is the flow, 
That makes me white as snow. 
No other fount I know, 
Nothing but the blood of Je- 
sus!”’ 
“This is all my righteousness,”’ 
CONGREGATION: “Nothing but 
the blood of Jesus.” 
“This is all my hope and peace,” 
CONGREGATION: “Nothing but 
the blood of Jesus. 
Oh, precious is the flow, 
That makes me white as snow; 
“No other fount I Know, 
Nothing but the blood of Je- 
sus!” 


Well, we are sheltered from the 
wrath of a holy God; we find in 
His blood sprinkled beneath those 
wings, righteousness, justification, 
peace, cleansing, and holiness. 
Thank God for the precious blood 
of Jesus that we find under His 
wing. 

We find more than that under 
the wings of God. We find there 
Aaron’s rod that budded. How 
much do you know about that? 
When God was selecting the priest- 
hood to minister in the taber- 
nacle and temple, you will remem- 
ber in the 16th chapter of Exo- 
dus He had a prince of every tribe 
bring their tribal rod. God is go- 
ing to show what tribe will com- 
pose the priesthood. 

So they all brought their rods, 
everyone, and Moses took them 
and laid them up before the Lord. 
He came back later and took those 
rods out, eleven were just like they 
were when put in; but to the other 
one something marvelous had hap- 
pened. Aaron’s had budded and 
blossomed and was fruit-bearing 
tree; and that was God’s testimony 
to the fact that the “religion” (if 
you want to call it that) we find 
in Him is a living and life-giv- 
ing thing. 

In that rod we have the life- 
giving High Priest, Jesus Christ, 
who gave Himself as the sacrifice 
for sin. When he was priest, He 
was also victim, and by one offer- 
ing forever; by one sacrifice, once 
for all, purged our sins and went 


down into death to destroy him 
who had the power of death, and 
in resurrection power and life 
came out of death victor over 
death, sin, Satan, and the grave 
aoa ascended to the right hand of 


That rod tells us of the power 
of the life eternal, of the beauty 
and fruitfulness in Jesus Christ. 
It blossomed. It bushed. It was 
fruitful. So we have life express- 
ing itself in both beauty and fruit- 
fulness. What is more beautiful 
and more fruitful than a real 
Christian life, one who is living out 
the indwelling Christ in his life? 
Paul said, “For me to live is Christ. 
I live, yet not I; Christ liveth in 
me.”’ In resurrection life. Eternal 
life. 

Jesus said to these Jews, “My 
sheep hear my voice and they fol- 
low me, and I give unto them 
eternal life and they shall never 
perish.” 

Aaron’s rod was a shepherd’s 
rod. Did you know that? The 
shepherd used his rod for three 
things, and all those three things 
you find under the wings of God, 
not only is there salvation, justi- 
fication, righteousness, peace, eter- 
nal life, eternal in reference to 
time, fullness unlike anything else 
the world ever saw or heard — but 
there is Aaron’s rod to guide the 
sheep with. 

In Christ we have a guide who 
tells us where to go and when to 
go and how to go. He guides us all 
the way, if we but yield our lives 
into His hands. With His rod He 
keeps us in the path He would 
have us go. 

Not only so but the shepherd’s 
rod was to protect the sheep. It 
was with his rod he drove away 
those animals which would de- 
stroy the sheep and kill them and 
eat them, ravenous wolves and 
beasts. They are protected from 
such, are the sheep. Is it any won- 
der David sings about the hidden, 
protected place from Satan, found 
under the wings of God?” There 
is protection, care, guidance, di- 
rection. 

There is another thing, also. 
The shepherd’s rod was used to 
chasten the sheep. With that rcd 
they were chastened when they 
were disobedient. When one would 
want to run out of the way, the 
shepherd pulled him back with the 
crook on the end of the rod. “You 
get back in line.” We have a Sav- 
iour, a High Priest who looks after 
us up there; that is His ministry 
as our High Priest. We have the 
Holy Spirit down here, our advo- 
cate, to take charge of our affairs 
here; and when you disobey and 
ga out of the way to do what 
we ought not, we have his chasten- 
ing rod to correct us and some- 
times at severe cost. He has to lay 
the rod upon us at times to bring 
us from a life of disobedience and 
sin back into the fold. 


Many of us are like the Prodi- 
gal Son who spent his life in riot- 
ous living. Even God’s people 
waste their substance in the world, 
going after its pleasures, things 
that hurt and harm; and in order 


to keep His people from going 


with the world He often has to 
take the rod after us. Chastening 
you think not good for you when 
your father or mother lays on the 
rod. You rebel and say it isn’t 
just the thing to do. 


I never could understand a moth- 
er who would love and whip at the 
same time! But chastening works 
righteousness, and one of these 
days you will be able to say, ‘“T 
thank God I had a mother who 
knew how to use the rod,” and you 
will realize when she laid the chas- 
tening stripes upon you it was with 
tender love in her heart, because 
she was concerned about your wel- 
fare. 

I thank God for the tears my 
mother made me shed because of 
my disobedience, when I hurt her 
and disobeyed her. Even our Fa- 
ther God has a rod He uses to 
chasten and humble and hurt us 
that He may help us and bless us 
to bring us safely back to the fold, 
keeping us from wandering away. 
It is so easy to wander away. 

A sheep doesn’t deliberately run 


a 


off. He nibbles here, and yonder 
sees a greener pasture; then yon- 
der; and yonder, and the first thing 
you know, the shepherd who has 
been watching the sheep sees him 
begin to wander and getting lost 
and he begins to do the most fool- 
ish things in the world. Just like 
God’s people! 

We are His sheep. He never 
takes His eyes off us. He always 
sees us when we begin to wander 
and with His rod brings us back 
into the path, and we come bleat- 
ing, ‘I am sorry!” We shed tears 
of repentance. We won't be back 
in the brush and caves and stony 
wastes but stay in the path God 
maps out. God guides, and chas- 
tens the sheep, while protecting 
them. 

Something else is under the 
wings of God, and that is the gold- 
en pot of manna. We find that 
what is in John 6. A great multi- 
tude of people were following Je- 
sus. He took two fish and five 
loaves, thanked the Father, put it 
in the disciples’ hands, and almost 
empty-handed they went out to 
feed five thousand men besides 
women and children; and when 
they finished feeding that great 
multitude they gathered up what 
was left and every disciple had a 
basket full. That is the amazing 
thing about this throughout; the 
more you give away, the more you 
get. 
It isn’t reasonable that the wom- 
an who gave two mites gave more 
than all the rich together; but 
God knows how to supply abund- 
ance out of little.

A woman came to me this mcrn- 
ing saying she wants to do what 
God wants her to do about the 
money question; but she said she 
has some loved ones and doesn’t 
know whether she ought to take 
some of her tithe to relieve their 


suffering (I am not going to tell | 


you who this is, so don’t come ask- 
ing me; she just wanted some help 
on the question). And I told her 
it isn’t right to take the firstfruits, 
that are God’s and give them to 
anyone but God. I am not telling 


you what to do because that is 
not my place; but I have loved ones 
who need help, and it doesn’t affect 
what I give to the Lord, for I give 
the tithe to Him. I am gure if I 
do what God wants I stand a bet- 
ter chance when asking Him to 
help me with this problem of my 
loved ones’ condition. I think He 
will come nearer answering my 
prayers if I please Him. If I give 
what the Scripture teaches, then 
I put my tithes into the treasury 
of the Lord regardless of anyone 
else. 

If I love my loved ones more 
than I do God, and if they have 
done more for me than He has, 
that is a matter that must be in- 
dividually settled. We are to put 
Him first. 


When the disciples had distrib-

Jesus says if a man eats that 
*pread he won’t get thirsty or hun- 
. To eat means to perceive, to 
understand, to accept. By faith 
the man who feeds upon Christ, 
perceives Christ, whose heart is 
set on Christ, that man shall never 
hunger nor thirst. 

There is something about a man 
that nothing but Christ satisfies. 
There is something about every 
human heart that ever lived, that 
longing desire for something 
money and business and success 
and fame and honor and position 
and power and influence — none of 
these. can satisfy. God made man, 
and in the throne room of his life 
is a throne for God Himself; and 
until God comes into that life, it 
is an empty life indeed and in 
truth. 

The woman at the well in Sa- 
maria who had lived a sinful life 
and thought in her heart there was 
a desire for something better, go- 
ing in sin from day to day, and 
yet in the depths of that sinful 
soul there was a yearning, a long- 
ing for something she didn’t have. 
When the Master met her at the 
well and spoke to her of the water 
of life she realized her need and 
said, “Oh I know when Messiah 
comes .. .!” 


What she really meant was, “I 
want Messiah! I need Him!”’ 


Jesus said, “I that speak unto 
thee am He.” 


With a shout, I am certain, she 
left that water pot and went to 
tell the good news of salvation and 
life to the city of Sychar, saying, 
“T have found Messiah.” She didn’t 
stop telling that story, because 
four years later Philip, the hitch- 
hiking evangelist, went into Sa- 
maria and had a great revival] be- 
cause that woman had not been 
sitting all that time with folded 
hands. Any woman that could 
bring a city to the Master in one 
sweep certainly would not sit idle 
four years; and most any evange- 
list could have gone down there 
, and had a great revival in a coun- 
try where a woman like that had 
been sOWwing the seed everywhere. 
‘She hadn’t known what happiness, 
joy, and peace could be hers until 
she drank deeply of the well that 
springs up unto eternal life. 


The Ethiopian eunuch was a 
good man. He had been on the 
way from Ethiopia to Jerusalem 
to worship God. He had observed 
the forms and ceremonies in Jeru- 
salem for seven or eight days in 
that great religious gathering; but 
on his way back to Ethiopia there 
was something he didn’t have that 
he was looking for, something not 
found in smoking altars and sacri- 
fices and ceremonial observances. 

He was reading the Word of 
God and seeking to know the 
truth; and the God of grace at 
the right time and place turned 
this deacon from a great meeting 
in Samaria and sent him across 
the desert place where he found 
a pool of water springing up and 
led this man to the salvation; 
and when the Saviour came into 
his heart he said, “Here is water.” 


There is always water, even in 
a desert, when a sinner finds Je- 
sus Christ; and there is always 
water to gratify and refresh the 
saint who leads the sinner to 
Christ. Saint and sinner and stream 
and desert and God make a joyful 
scene. 


This man was going along de- 
siring, seeking, wanting, wanting 
something he didn’t have; and he 
found it when he believed on 
Christ. And when he came up out 
of the baptismal waters we read 
that he went on his way “rejoic- 
ing.” 

That is what David meant when 
he said, Under the wings of God 
there is rejoicing. There is indeed 
and in truth. 

Cornelius wanted something he 
didn’t have. This Roman officer, 
@ man of prominence and influence, 
this good man read the Scriptures. 
He prayed. He gave alms to the 
poor. All that he did, and yet in 
that heart of his was a longing 
and craving for something, and 
God always meets that longing in 
a human heart; even a heathen. 
Roman officer — or a harlot like 
Rahab on the walls of Jericho. 

Grace always finds a way to 
meet the needs of the sinner who 
desires that God shall come into 
his heart and life. Often he desires 
it without knowing what it is he 
wants; but God found a man in 
Joppa to send to Cornelius to tell 
him what it was he wanted and 
needed.
